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UNWHITTEN LAWS. 

Great Britain has no written consti- 
tution. The constitution of that 
country is contained in hoary prece- 
dents and in acts of Parliament. Yet 
Englishmen have the greatest respect 
and reverence for their unwritten, or- 
_ganic law, and with them whatever is 
shown to be at variance with its spirit 
is at once condemned. They are 
bound, in affrirs of government, to act 
according to precedent. | 
Ik this nation lasts long enough, 
there will at length grow up certain 
usages and practices, which though 
not engrafted upon the written consti- 
‘tation, will have with the people all 
the force of law. 

Were, like England's, the constitu- 
tion of this country unwritten, there 
can be no doubt that various usages 
which have obtained in our govern- 
ment for over a hundred years would 
by this time have become ssinviolate as 


dee lex scripta. Among these usages 


is that which has prevented any man 
being President more than two terms. 
The defeat of Grant at the Chicago 
Convention, or at the polls in Novem- 
ber, would without legislation, estab- 
lish the principle that no man can be 
President of the United States more 
than twice. 


Arz PRESIDENT. 
Those who desire to have General 
Grant for President a third time should 
consider whether they want him Pres- 
ident for life or not. It is not impos- 
sible that a third term and a term for 
life may mean the same thing. For 
the arguments that are now used in 
support of Grant will be all the strong- 
er for the fourth term. A third term 
would add to his experience,and there- 
fore better qualify him for à fourth 
term. And after a fourth term he 
would still better ve fitted for a fifth. 
And the more terms Grant has the 
more he will want. Having once 
broken down the barrier which the 
traditions of a century have erected 
against a third term his way will be 
easier to a fourth. 

The Grant men would do well to 
agitate for a constitutional amend- 
ment in favor of a life-term. The ex- 
pense of Presidential elections every 
four years is considerable. Dy put- 
ting Grant in for life, the country 
could be saved all this outlay and 


worry. 
— — 
10,000 CANDIDATES. 


A great deal of newspaper space is 
being wasted in the discussion of who 
are candidates for the Presidency. 
What any man may say to the ques- 
tion: “Are you a candidate?” goes for 
nothing. All men are candidates for 
what they may secretly desire, and 
there are at least 100,000 citizens, any 
one of whom would accept the Presi- 
dency if it was secured to him. Even 
the ambitious Cesar did thrice refuse 
the kingly crown which Mare Antony 
tendered him. What does it matter, 
then, whether Grant or Edmunds or 
Washburne (with an e) denies that he 
is a candidate? One thing is certain: 
once a candidate, always a candidate. 
And it looks a3 though it may hereaf- 
ter be said with the same truth: Once 
a President always a candidate.

But we will try 
to watch for that as clusely as the Bee 
does them.

The 
yield of silver and lead from the camp 
last year was $10,504,106, an average 
of $95 to the ton of ore extracted.

W. K.“ (too well known) in many 
places on the map. 


Senator Blaine owns a large and 
valuable coal mine in Pennsylvania.

AWAY UP NORTH. 


A County Without a Village or an Om 
cer in it. 


Roop county rivals Storey in the va- 
riety aud extent of its agricultural re- 
sources though not in those of its 
mines. The line between Washoe and 
Roop isa little indefinite, but it is 
agreed by all that Cox’s station, on 
the Pyramid road, is south, and Hep- 
perly's ranch north of it. Io this vast 
tract, which extends to the Oregon 
line, there are about a dozen ranches 
where hay and grain ars raised, and 
as many more where horses and cat- 
tle live off wild hay and bunch grass. 
G. W. Hepperly, lately deceased, left 
a fine ranch thirty-four miles north of 
Reno.. A hundred acres are cultivated. 
Two miles beyond is Frank Dicken- 
son'sjranch. He plc ws 200 acres and 
has a certain yield. Both ranches 
raise fine fruit. Giles and Bickford 
have part of his place leased this year. 
Next is the Milk Ranch,” recently 
sold by G. L. Winters to Graham 
Bros., who seed 109 acres. A. J. 
Newton has 50 acres 41 miles from 
Reno. 

IN DRY VALLEY, 


forty miles from Reno in a little dif- 
ferent direction, are two good ranches 
owned by C. Jesus and Antoni Miller 
each of fifty acres plowed land and 
big ranges under fence. Fifty-two 


miles out W. J. Anderson cultivates 250 
acres at Fish Springs. He raises some 
fruit. Round Hole is 70 miles from 
Reno. It is owned by A. H. Disball and 
is rented by Lew Harris, who is go- 
ing to putin acrop and use some of 
the water now running to waste from 
a fine spring. Sheephead is 82 miles 
from Reno, and seven from the Cali- 
fornia line. The place is owned by 
Theo. Winters and worked by Bon- 
ham and Sucliffe, who farm 150acres be- 
sides having cattle on all the hills 
around. Sheephead is a postoffice. 
Mrs. Bonham is postmistress and dis- 
penses the mail for stockmea and 
ranchers at Deep Hole, Buffalo Salt 
Works, Smoke Creek, and places in 
Humboldt county. About fifty per- 
sous get their mail there. Smoke 
Creek lies west of the road three miles 
and 90 from Reno. G. D. Winters 
runs a big 9 and cattle ranch 
there for Theo. Winters and cuts 600 
tous of wild hay. 


THE BUFFALO SALT WORKS 


employ five men and are growing in 
imortance. B. F. Murphy, the pro- 
prietor, is pushing his trade over a 
large extent of country. They lie 90 
miles north of here. Fourteen miles 


further on are the Buffalo Meadows, 
a post Office, stock range, etc. E. 8. 
Hamlin & Co. cut 200 tons of wild 
hay. Chalk Hillisa station on 
the toll road. There is no farming 
land, only a spring with water enough 
for stage stock. From Reno it is 118 
miles. Jackon Clarke is the proprio- 
tor. Dennis and James Mulquioney 
cut some hay and raise vegetables at 
their station, 132 miles from Réno. 
They also have some steck. Lew 
Clark raises vegetables, cuts 250 tons 
of hay and ures stock at Lost 
creek, 134 milesfrom Reno. W. B. 
Todhunter has a stock ranch in Long 
valley near the California line. Io 
the northeast corner of the county, 
near the Humboldt line, lies Deep 
Hole springs, owned by David Miller 
a big stock owner. He cuts 350 tons 
of wild hay. Between there and . 
amid Lake, L. T. Fox of Gold Hill 
has a horse ranch where he cuts some 
hay. 
ON PYRAMID LAKE, 


near the north end, Dr. Woods has a 
nice ranch of 80 acres, 48 miles from 
Keno. He has 40 fruit trees and a 
lot of grape vines. His apples do 
well but his pesches are especially 


fine. He raises excellent potatoes 
which he sells to go north at two 
cents a pound oa the ranch. Awouple 
of miks south, L. M. Smith has a 
house on the lake shpre. He raises 
potatoes and cabbage in a canyon in 
the hills. Whitehead Brothers have 
50 acres under cultivation two miles 
back from the lake. J. C. Watson 
will putin some land this year. J. 
N. Mullen is building a stage station 
right on the lise, 32 miles from Reno. 
The county is unorganized. There 
are no mines and not even a village 
in all its borders. J. F. Bonham is 
Justice of the Peace, and he is the 
only qualified officer in the county. 
There are many thousand acres of fine 
land and the people are looking anx- 
iously tor the artesian well ment 
to be tried. All the land for which 
there is water is now in use, and the 
country must remain a desert with 
only an occasional oasis unless such 
wells are obtained.

Why the Trout are Scarce. 
Sheriff Walker recently addressed a 
note to Indian Agent Spencer at Pyra- 
mid Lake, calling his attention to the 
complaints that had been made in re- 
gard to dams at the mouth of the 


Truckee. Hete-day received areply,giv- 
ing the assurance that the Agent would 
see to the removal of any obstructions in 
the river within the limits of the Res- 
ervation. 

The Sheriff thinks that the reason 
why the run of fish is so small is not 
because of obstructions, but the low 
stage of water in the river, which is at 
this season usually afoet or two higher. 
Hewever, if any obstructions exist 
they will soon be removed, for Com- 
missioner Parker is about to send a 
man down te inspect the river. The 
inspector will be aecompanied by a 
guide whom Sheriff Walker will fur- 
nish. Any dams they may find barring 
the passage of the fish will be opened 
out.
